In reply to your ietter of January 22nd, would say that 
we have concerned ourselves very little with fire hazards. 
Our building is of re-enforced corcrete, with steel doors and 
trimnings, with no wood at all in its construction. We adjoin 
a building equally fire-proof. On the cther side is a vacant 
lot and then a building, as we understand, as substantial as our 
own. In front of us are several hundred feet of cpen space; 
and back of us a street and a whole bleck given over to a ceme- 
tery. Our inside equipment ie largely steel, and what little 
inflammable material we may have is not connected with wooden 
objects. We think that with us, both inside and outside, fire 
is ict to a minimum.
